— Unrtcr a 
cold, dull Ki'fy sky, .swept over by 
dense black clouds, the Toroiito Blue 
and "White raced Ihrouph to a lUvlslvc 
victory over McGlll and Queen'.s at the 
Intercollegiate track meet which was 
held .-u Rlohnrdson Stadliin-,. 

Though Toronto had 74 points. Mc- 
Gill 47, and Queens 5, the jrolne was 
strentious thro^ighout the afternoon. 
MeOllI was rarely In contending posi- 
tion for firs: place, but they did r.iisc 
The hopes of ihelr followers by f:ght- 
insr to a closer finish than had been 
expected. 

There w.ns a cold northerly wind 
Ydowlng throitchoii: :hc driy. .'.•.-.d thi.» 
was to be countrJ amon? the adverse 
conditioTi.'i ir. .I'.l event.' except the 
.Taveiin, in which the following wind 
caused . the record to broken by all 
three point winners. The winning toss 
was 365 ft. 4»i inches, shattering the 
record made by Rahmcniip !a.«t yp.ar by 
more than 35 feet. McTaggart. of Var- 
sity was the winner, but was closely 
followed by Poupore, the llcGill fresh- 
man, who threw over ICO feet, break- 
the existing record by T feet.
